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AGRICULTURAL SUMMARY: Moisture levels for topsoil were rated 88 percent adequate to surplus, compared with 92 percent on
November 26, according to the Mountain Regional Field Office of the National Agricultural Statistics Service, USDA. Subsoil moisture
levels improved compared with the previous report. Beaver, Box Elder, Cache, and Grand Counties noted mild warm weather along
with limited moisture. The percentage of cattle and calves receiving supplemental feed was 65 percent, compared with 41 percent on
the previous report. Sheep and lambs receiving supplemental feed was 54 percent, compared with 39 percent on the previous report.
Beaver and Box Elders Counties noted that livestock producers were still grazing cattle instead of feeding hay due to mild weather.
Box Elder County reported a lack of snow cover for winter wheat before upcoming colder weather. As of January 2, 2024, snowpack
in Utah was 68 percent measured as percent of median snowfall. Hay and roughage supplies were rated 1 percent short, 63 percent
adequate, and 36 percent surplus, compared with 1 percent short, 73 percent adequate, and 26 percent surplus on November 26. Stock
water supplies were rated 1 percent very short, 1 percent short, 74 percent adequate, and 24 percent surplus.
